Department supported the bill and ‘'indicated it will 
enforce the new law vigorously,** 
The law provides fines and possible prison sentences 
for persons soliciting or accepting patronage money 
from state employes whose jobs are partially or totally 
funded by federal dollars 
For years both Indiana Republicans and Democrats 
have used the 'Two Per Cent Club'' to help finance their

125 people each and every week 
aom e 8.500 
people a year. E ire has no preference It can kill 
white, black. red. yellow, men. women, and children 
of all ages But. for the m ost p art, fire claim s the lives 
of the very young and the very old. 
These are the cold statistics that onlv brain to tell 
the story of the suffering caused by fires in houses, 
apartm en ts, m obile homes, and other types of 
housing, 
P erhaps the most disappointing thing, and the 
greatest tragedy of all. is the knowledge that m ost of 
these lives could be saved if people kept their 
property as fire proof and fire-safe as possible It is 
easy, and it doesn’t take m uch tim e 
There a re two sim ple rules to follow to insure the 
safety of your fam ily in the event of a fire F irst, fire 
p reten tio n begins in the home, and it should be 
practiced in the fam ily's day to-day routines Stop 
ping the fire before it has a chance to sta rt is the best 
way of preventing a loss of life Second, an escape 
plan from the house or trailer or apartm ent should be 
worked out well in advance, and each fam ily m em ber 
should know that route In the event of a fire. that 
know ledge of an p red eterm in ed escape route could 
save the en tire fam ily P erhaps it would be wise to 
also d eterm ine a secondary route 
To help reduce the nation's fire toll of lives as well 
as of property. E ire Prevention Week w as established 
m ore than half a century ago Down through the 
decades, under the sponsorship of the N ational Eire 
Protection Association, this annual event has served 
to focus attention on the fire problem . M ore im ­ 
portant. it rem inds everyone that the coat of a fire. in 
life and p ro p erty . can be reduced if people will be fire 
prevention conscious, not lust one week out of a year, 
but all fifty two weeks. 
Take heart to the national slogan for this very 
im portant week and i^earn Not To B um M M ake it a 
continued household w atchw ord starting with this 
week E ire Prevention Week will end this Saturday, 
but fire prevention should last forever in the home 
The lives of your loved ones depend on it

agenda to be discussed during the next four 
days

ministers' meeting, as always, will be 
chaired by the British chancellor of the

Die anomaly in this year’s meeting is that 
Hong Kong, although host to the conference, 
will not take part because it has no 
independent Commonwealth status 
The ministerial meeting, as in the past, 
will be a prelude to the annual meeting of 
the World Bank and International Monetary 
Fund opening on (let 4 in Manila 
About 40 countries whose colonial ties with 
Britain entitle them to membership in the 
Commonwealth, will participate in the Hong 
Kong meeting.

Pottery Factory Wins 


Museum Of Year Award 


LONGTON England (UPI) -r

“ Museum 
of

Year’’ award went thi* year to 
a grim and grim y old factory 
whose 
pollution 
record 
was 
appalling 
What’* more, the brand new 
Gladstone 
Pottery 
Museums 
award was well deserved 
It i* still a d irty old factory 
manufacturing pottery much as 
it has since 1787 But it is also 
a fascinating and informative 
museum, part of B ritain’s new 
passion 
for 
preserving 
key 
relics of its industrial past 
‘ This is a museum of how - 
how pottery was made and how 
the industry grew up,” said 
David setters, its director. 
Almost the only part of the 
antique Gladstone factory not 
in use are the kilns 
which 
dominate it — four graceful, 
bottle shaped 
b rick 
towers 
three stories tall where clay 
was fired to make pottery 
The kilns and their workshops 
surround a cobblestoned court 
yard stacked w ith coal and 
crates and broken pot* It has 
the look of a typical medium 
sized pottery of the Victorian 
era. 
Factories like the Gladstone 
once carpeted “ the potteries' 
— six cities centered on Stoke 
on Trent which have produced 
Staffordshire pottery for more 
than two centuries 
They are 
the 
home 
of 
firm s 
like 
Wedgwood and Spode, Minion 
and Royal Doulton. 
Surrounding ttgsse great name 


whales were shoals of smaller 
fish Each had a 
pot bank” of 
belching kilns, creating some of 
the worst industrial pollution in 
England 
Then 
came 
developments 
"which changed the lace of the 
potteries within a decade,” a 
museum 
history 
says 
Slum 
clearance, clean air laws and 
redevelopment projects bowled 
over kilns like tenpins 
The town of lamglon alone 
had more than I,(MIU bottle kilns 
just after World War II It has 
less than 50 now, and most of 
those are doomed 
Suddenly local people realized 
part 
(rf 
their 
heritage 
was 
vanishing. They banded toge­ 
ther. secured funds from 
a 
pottery firm and bought the 
Gladstone works in 1971, just 
before the bulldozers arrived 
“ They came just at the right 
tim e,” Sekers said “ A year or 
two more and it would have 
been too late." 
In less 
than 
three 
years, 
enthusiastic volunteers, work 
mg without government money, 
turned the derelict factory into 
a 
split-level, 
award winning 
"living museum ” 
Traditional displays on upper 
floors tell the history of the 
potteries and of this factory, 
named after an 1863 visit by 
Prime Minister William Glad­ 
stone There are collections of 
ceramic tiles, a section on color 
glazes to decorate pottery, an 
amusing history of bathtubs 
and toilet bowls
